SOME GOOD RUNS.

(BY MR. RICHARD BURKE, EX.M.F.H.) 

So many have suggested that I should con- 
tinue my rambling notes, I may say it 
would take a great many letters to exhaust 
a list uf good runs I have seen. But | will 
try and select a few more that may be o! 
particular interest, even so far from ‘we 
events. ' 

L noticed in the Jrish Times a few 
days ago a letter about a fox being run to 

nd, and of someone remonstrating with 
the M.F.H. for digging. Í was never given 
to digging unless under very special circum: 
stances. -At the same time, | would consider 
it the worst of bad taste to question it when 
the Master and his staff wished to do -» 

The Master has the best opportunity of 
knowing what ought to be done. And fol. 
lowers ought try and lighten his responsibili- 
tie; in every possible way within their reach. 

We are most lucky in having, [ might 
say, all the packs hunted this season by 
first-rate men, many of them of experience; 
and no one knows who has nct tried a hunt- 
ing country what that ertails. The number of 
times the fox will beat you will make you 
irritable, just as the triumph of a kill in the 
open will elate you. There are many cases 
of foxes escaping after great hunts; for which 
one cannot imagine or sugges’ an explana- 
tion. 


i have sot § rea the modern works 
on hunting, which are very fine and very 
instructive. Bat, I remember in some old 


book reading that on one occasien after 
a brilliant forty to fifty minutes, when all 
hope was ahead of the crowning glory, 
the Master said to the huntsman: '' What do 
_ think might have become of our fox?” 

huntsman, in reply, said that he could 
not imagine, but that he was sure most of 
th. gentlemen, indicating about two hundred 
of a field present, could tell! In fact, hunt- 
ing . fox is like playing bridge, where one 
error of judgment upsets the entire pro- 
gramme 

Many seasons ago, when we arrived at a 
meet at Ballingarry Bridge, it was raining 
heavily, and as a good day cepended much 
on our first draw (Garranacole), I decided 
to wait for the rain to cease. There were 
some grumbles about being kept standing -a 
such rain, etc., but those who knew best ap- 
proved, so that it was fully an hour after 
time when we reached the covert. Any- 
one familiar with Tipperary will know what 
a hunt we had then, when I tell them that the 
fox found at Garranacole vas killed on Mrs. 
Lysaght’s lawn, at Kilburry, Cloneen, in 
one hour and forty-five minutes. It is over a 
ten miles’ point, the last part from Drangan 
being stiff. The argument about the delay 
was not continued because none of the critics 
were there. It would have been worth wait- 
ing all night in the rain for such a run. 
Many said it was not quite the best we have 
had from Garranacole, but it certainly was 
about the best. Mr. D. Scully wrote a fine 
description at the time—he was in every yard 
of it. 

A few seasons before I gave up we ran 
from Grawn, first to Coolbrook, then back by 
Grawn, and down to, and over, the Munster 
River. and thence, as fast as hounds could 
run, into Ballykeefe, in Kilkenny. Mr. W. ó 
Hanly remarked to me in the Wood, “' What 
a champion you are riding,” and so she was, 
go far. But when we jumped on to the road 
at the foot of the Wood my mare stood still. 
She was barely a 14st. animal! carrying 15st. 
7lb. I had to listen to the pack going away 
in the distance, and gave up all hope, till 
my second horseman, Dick Gough, by some 
sort of inspiration that he possessed in that 
line, galloped up to me, and, by good riding 
and an cuts, Í met the pack returning from 
Rossmore (a Kilkenny covert), and making 
straight íor the river again. They were alone, 
the field being tailed off, and it gave me as 
much as I wanted to stay with them on a 
real good, fresh horse, that I afterwards sold to 
Mick Lambert. Weran back within a field or 
two of Grawn, end from that da. till now I 
never can imagine what became of that fox. 
1 did net think he went to the covert, and 
to make sure | tried. It was a glorious run, 
notwithstanding the ending—about two hours 
and a half. 

Another day we ran from Grawn by Cool- 
brook into Steeple Hill of Kilcooly. The entire 
field went into Coolbrook, and missed .the 
part from that to Kilcooly—a good four 
miles at best pace. It was an unlucky day 
for the field, because after leaving Kilcooly 
I noticed a snug bit of gorse a few fields 
away, and made up my mind that it looked 
like a place for a find. I did not discuss it 
fearing some one might dissuade me, but 
made a straiyht line for the spot. Only when 
we were at it did I notice that very few 
had come, but it was then too late, as we at 
once espied a fox stealing away, se that the 
hounds never entered the gorse. We laid 
them on quietly, and had one of the grandest 
runs I ever rode—about forty brilliant 
minutes—till we jumped cut on the road at 
Knockrae covert, in Kilkenny. I knew it 
well, but luckily the pack did not, and I was 
able te cali them along the road and off 
their fox’s line. If the field were there I 
would not have done so, nor would our Kil- 
kenny neighbours wish us to do so. 

Making back as quickly as we could, we 
found the field, except the few who were in 
the hunt, enjoying the good things of George 
Langley’s board. My reception was not 
cordial, though Mr. J. P. Higgins at once 
said, “‘ It was all our own, fault.” If these 
sort of ventures come off, well and good. If 
not, one’s best friend is likely to say, “ What 
a waste of time,” if not worse. The Tip- 
perary followers allowed me every latitude, 
and my fondest recollection is that my occu- 
pation gave me the opportunity of the frier.d- 
ship of so many that I shall always think of 
with affection. 

Only ouce in my long term of office did 
we have a meet at Thurles, and it was an 
enormous one. We had visitors from all the 
surrounding countries, and almost the entire 
Limerick field came by special train. The 
meet was also remarkable, inasmuch as wé 
had a bishop with us—no less 
than the illustrious Dr. Croke, whose “' coach- 
man” was a very knowledgable curate, 
and gave him a very good view 
of a really splendid hun’ Only one draw 
and one hunt, but what a hunt! It began 
at Gaile, the home of the Phillips’, about 
the finest men and sportsmen in Ireland. At 
one time we had three brothers—Edward, 
Richard, and Godfrey—hunting. But one by 
one they passed away, greatly to my sorrow, 
as I was indebted to every one of them for 
many friendly acts and advice. We ran 
over Killough Hill, affording a splendid view 
to hundreds who had gone up its steep 
sides. Then we came all round the base of 
Killough, and headed away for Grallagh, and 
over a capital line towards Ballinore, 
through Noan, and into Taylor’s Wood— 
about an hour, and all good. 

I got to the top of the wood, and the 
whips went to either end. Mr. W. A. Riall 
stood with me, and in a very short time a 
large red fox broke quite close; it looked to 
us like the hunted fox, I returned the horn 
to its case and awaited developments. 
It will be hardly believed, but four or 
five foxes (all looking ac if they had come 
a journey) broke in the same direction 
as the first Not a hound would come 
and I was beginning to despair. Then 
there was a lull altogether, but yet no hound 
would come, when suddenly we heard Ken 
nett’s scream, and when we got near him 
the pack was streaming away, and after an 
hour's hard going they ran into the fox 
close to Rocklow. I missed Kennett at the 
finish; he had gone on to stop some earths 
at Rocklow, which our fox could not reach. 
From Gaile to Rocklow must be 12 miles. 

Mentioning about a fox not reaching his 
earth, I wonder :re there times that he would 
not enter it. For example, we had once a 
very high-class run, though I cannot now 
recall where the find was. But after about 
50 minutes as hard as could be, we reached 
the eastern boundary fence into Tullemain. 
Not a horse could jump it, though at that 
time it used to be in some of our point-to- 
point events. I dismounted and ran over the 
moat (it would be a walk now) to the earth, 
where the hounds had actually killed at the 
entrance; it was open

Scent, however, was 
too wretched to enable hounds to account for 
their foxes, and Mr. Fenton's covert at 
Grange Park was the next draw. 


Hounds were hardly in covert before a fox 
was holloaed away, and crossing the famous

the Tullow road. Then on by Rathlyon, and 


leaving Rathlvon House (where our fox was 
viewed) behind them, hounds swung left- 
handed and brought us back over some big 
fences to the Tullow road, and thence over 
Butler’s Grange to Grange Park gorse. Pass- 
ing underneath the covert and leaving it 
behind them without going through it, they 
re-crossed the big '“' double,” and leaving 
Tankardstown on their left, hunted on at a 
nice pace, as though for Lisnavagh. However, 
hounds turned left-handed near Tobinstown, 
and ran out of scent close to Paulville. 

Re-drawing Grange Park, a second fox was 
soon on foot, and hounds got away on excellent 
terms with him. After running a wide 
lap over the large enclosures of Grange 
Park, they crossed the Deereen River 
and hunted on over Knockboe Hill. 
Sinking the hill on the further side, hounds 
pointed straight for Liscolman, where, re- 
crossing the Deereen, they had to be stopped 
owin~ to failing light, after a most enjoy- 
able day’s sport.

HOME LIFE. 
The home life of Queen Alexandra until the 
accession of King Edward is well withi 
public recollection and needs no detailed de- 
scription. With the exception of autumn 
sojourns at Abergeldie Castle in the days gone 
bv, it was divided between a 
House and Sandringham Hall, where the 
Christmas season was always kept in tradi- 
tional fashion and where not a few family 
anniversaries were observed. Owing to 
various circumstances, these family gather- 
ings were at times restricted, but they were 
always looked forward to and always prized. 
Queen- Alewndra, as her children and her 
guests well knew, had a genius for the making 
of a home, and never was happier than when 
contributing to the happiness of others. 
Throughout her life, both as Princess of 
Wales and as Queen, she was ever ready to 
promote the work of philanthropic agencies, 
especially hospitals, participating with special 
activity in the efforts made to succour the 
wounded soldiers and to support the widows 
and orphans of those who fell in the South 
African War. Her influence procured the 
equipment of the Princess of Wales hospital 
ship; her presidentship of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Families’ Association resulted in the 
subscription of considerable funds, while undér 
her immediate personal supervision a home 
for convalescent officers was provided at 
Babingley, on the Sandringham estate. 
Her sympathy with the sick and suffering 
was the source of that deep interést whitch 
she always took in the application.of modern 
scientific methods to the treatment of disease. 
During the Diamond Jubilee celebrations, in 
which she bore her part with characteristic 
grace and tact, farther proof of an instinctive 
and ruling kindliness .of disposition appeared 
in her suggestion that dinner should pro- 
vided on the occasion for the destitute poor. 
These, and countless other acts of similar 
kind, so wnostentatiously performed, so 
obviously the natural outcome of a generous 
and compassionate nature, constrained the 
sincere admiration and affection of all classes, 
who, on their part, never failed, when oppor- 
tunity offered, to give unmistakable expression 
to their feelings.

Sir,—I have read many theories as to how 
foot-and-mouth disease may be carried. So 
far as I cam see, sufficient stress is never laid 
on the“fact that England is more susceptible 
to infection from: other countries than is: Ire- 
land, -If. infected birds, packing,  hoots, 
clothing, etc., are respdnsible for the intro- 
dugtion of the disease to England, in spite cf 
afl precautions, surely it is hardly probable 
that the disease would not be carried to I[re- 
land by the same agency ! | 
There seems, however, to be one possible 
seurce of infection which would apply to 
England to a very much greater extent than 
to Ireland. I refer to the oa of chilled 
meat from foreign countries. If it is possible 
for the germ to be carried in chilled meat, I 
fail to see what steps the British Govern- 
ment; could take to render impossible either 
the importation of infected meat or the pre- 
vention of infection from ‘such meat, once im- 


onted, 

Obviously, foreign birds, etc., should be 
placed, jn the same category, but it would 
seem easier to take vrecautions in this case 
than in the case of meat supplied raw to

AN UNCENSORED MESSAGE. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT.”

SORSHIP.) 
BEIRUT, Friday. 
These are the facts of the present rebellion 
throughout Syria and the Lebanon, which | 
must send out from a neighbouring country 
on account of the censorship and the in- 
efficiency of the French telegraphic service :— 
1, The Christian Volunteer Army in the 
Lebanon is completely defeated. Southern 
Lebanon is completely at the mercy of the 
Druses. The French are rushing all available 
troops southward from Beirut, but they have 
not sufficient cavalry and armoured cars and 
tanks, which alone can defeat the mounted 
enemy. 
2.. The arming of the Volunteer Christian 


Army has alarmed the entire Mohammedan 
population, adding ® great danger to tlie 
Mohammedan _uptising, as well as to the 
Druse rebellion. Religions war is. fore- 
shadowed. 

ó. The French black troops in many 
instances “have proved bad, and the 
gendarmery of mixed Christians and 


Mohammedan are a complete failure, desert- 
ing “their ‘machiine-gun positions, fleeing 
before an inferior enemy, and leaving volun- 
teers to save the women and children. 

4. France’s prestige is almost completely 
shattered. The partial restoration of the 
prestige won by General Gamelin in the 
heroic capture of Sueida was lost when the 
Druses invaded Christian Lebanon, capturing 
every village they attacked, massacring an‘? 
pillaging. 

5. The entire population of the Lebanon; 
and in Syria, Christian as well as Mohamnr: 
dan, are angry. Everybody is demanding 
that the French shall fight or get out. Only 
the subsidised Press defends the Government. 

6, The most alarming fact of the situation 
is that France has not the troops here. When 
Genera! Gamelin utilised five thousand in at- 
tacking Sueida and defending the rear bases, 
the rest of the country became exposed to 
rapid-moving, mounted, night-riding Druses, 
who fight as wild Indians did. 

7. The past five months have seen a series 
of diplomatic and military blunders, evident 
to any observer, which have been reported by 
the British, American and other Consulates 
to their Governments. R 

POLITICAL MESS. ó 

8. While the public blames these blunders 
on General Serrail, diplomatic and other ex- 
pert observers trace the blame to a deeper 
source--namely, the political mess in Paris. 
‘Lhey claim that the French politicians, fight- 
ing for the Premership and Cabinet posts ; 
the battle between the Monarchists, the Re- 
publicans and the Radical híoc in Paris; and 
the fight between the clericals and anti- 
clericals in Paris, are completely. responsible 
for the terrible mess here, which has resuited 
in massacrese- and disaster, and which 
threatens terrible things in a religious war 
and complete rebellion. 

It is claimed by these observers that all 
General Serrail’s actions to pacify the country 
and restore prosperity have been ham-strung 
by the Paris politicians. The result has been 
the half-way measures, which have charac- 


terised recent history, and which are 
apparent to-day im the Volunteer 
Army mess. Had the Government armed 


ten thousand volunteers, who came forward 
without. being asked, and placed trustworthy 
leaders in command, the. probability is that 
a complete victory‘ over the enemy would 
have resulted. But the half-way formation 
of ill-chosen Volunteers, without giwing them 
leaders, has resulted im déhdele. A volun. 
teor army’s victory would have pacified the 
country, but defeat has aroused the spectre 
of Mohammedan religious war. 
INSUFFICIENT TROOPS. 
The question of sufficient troops is another 
matter, which is blamed on Paris. The 
French military. have been begging Paris 
daily for aeroplanes, and pointing out the 
British success in holding Mesopotamia with 
three hundred aeroplanes. But Paris has 
sent only wo or three score, mostly old 
Breguets, some of which European aviators 
flew in France, the old-fashioned machimes 
frequently collapsing and burning and caus- 
ing unnecessary deaths of brave French 
aviators. The same with armoured cars, 
which are continually breaking down on the 
roads en route to the attacked villages. 
Tanks, which have proved = marvel- 
lous war machines against the natives, 
should have been sent in scores, instead of in 
threes and fours. 3 
Finally, the Paris politicians who eontrol 
the war here did not send sufficient troops 
until this week, when all the Lebanon was 
terr>r-stricken and the Druses were attack- 
ing in four zones simulteancously, making 
the task of pacification most difficult. 
Some 50,000 persons are refugees. 10,000 
have lost everything. Large parts of Syria 
are uncultivated, and a famine is forecasted 
in the spring. Business is at a stand-still. 
Damascus has a moratorium; Beirut is 
stagnant—all of which forecasts a financial 
crisis and million. of people in panic, not 
knowing which village is to be massacred 
next, or. else openly discontented under 
French rule. Everyone agrees that if the 
four thousand treops which landed this week 
had arrived when the Generals asked the 
politicians for them in July and August, 
Svria would now have been pacified, the 
Christian Lebanon saved from-massacres, and 
the danger of a religious war averted,
